Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative attempted to draw a distinction between 
the prior art and the claim language. Specifically, Applicant argued that Bianco does not disclose performing a non- 
linear operation on a selected portion, where the portion is selected such that the pairwise distances between elements 
in the selected portion are distinct values. The Examiner disagreed regarding the interpretation of such a limitation, 
noting that although claims are read in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. Applicant and the Examiner disagreed over the definition of "distinct" and whether the description in the 
specification (that elements are selected such that no two elements are used in the computation of two of the generator 
outputs) consituted definition of the limitation that pairwise distances are distinct values. Further discussed potential 
amendments to the claims, including the potential inclusion in the independent claim of the subject matter previously 
indicated as allowable. 
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
